lljnipHK  lionio  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  is  an  irregular  collection  of  buildings 
^ial^  situated  in  the  north-east  portion  of  the  University  grounds.  These 
buildings  may  be  reached  either  from  the  main  drive  which  leads  up  to  the 
Arts  Building  from  vSherbrooke  street,  or  by  entering  the  grounds  from  Univer- 
sity street,  by  the  University  street  gates. 

( )n  the  west  side  they  face  Carlton  Road  and  the  City  Reservoir.  This  road 
connects  the  University  grounds  wiih  Pine  Avenue,  on  which  is  situated  the 
Royal   \'ictoria    Hospital. 

The  medical  buildings  have  grown  up  in  response  to  the  needs  of  the 
.school.  The  front  building,  of  plain  stone,  is  the  oldest,  and  was  presented  to 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  in  1S72,  by  the  Ciovernors  of  the  University.  Indirect 
couuecliou  with  this  are  two  additional  buildings,  the  intermediate  structure, 
chiefly  of  brick,  was  erected  in  1.S72  by  the  Faculty,  and  the  larger  new 
stone  building  '  'hind  this  was  erected  in  iSc}4  l)y  the  late  John  H.  R.  Molson 
to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  laboratory  sjiace.

|jrS^;iRI<;CTLV  attacliul  to  tliis  Iniildiii,^-,  dii  the  north,  is  tlic  wiii.i;  for  patli- 
^fcifv'  nh,iiy.  This  was  a  stone  duellin.i;-  honse  whieli  was  completely  altered 
to  meet  the   re(|nirements  of  a   modern   iiatholo.^ical  laboratory. 

The  total  len.uth  of  the  main  corridor  of  the  Medieal  Hnildin.i^'  is  two  hun- 
dred and  se\enty-ei.!^ht  feet,  and  the  K'-'nuid  area  covered  is  over  twent.v-two 
thousand  ti\e  hundred  scpiare  feet.  The  total  available  floor  area  of  the  I-aenlty 
buildiujuis  is  about   tifty-tive  thousand   s(|uare    feet. 

The  first  buildin--  reached  from  the  O.lle.ne  -rounds  has  two  entrances,  the 
main  entrance  with  its  limestone  portico  leads  to  the  main  floor  of  the  build- 
ings. The  second,  on  the  east  side,  is  the  students'  entrance  and  leads  to  cloak 
moms,  lavatories,  locker  r(.(,ms,  etc.,  and  is  connected  with  the  janitor's  ai)art- 
ments.  The  -round  floor  is  laid  in  asphalt  throughout,  and  the  walls  are  panelled 
in  ash.      The  laxatories  have  both,  walls  and  floors  tiled.

fHE  Library  is  readied  l)y  tlie  first  door  to  tlie  left  of  the  main  entrance, 
room  on  enterinji'  is  the  jreneral  readin,i>-  room  for  tlie  nsc  of 
students  and  straniL;ers.  Tliis  formed  the  Professors  Lil)rary  and  Faculty  Room 
of  the  original  huildin,^'  erected  by  the  Governors.  In  1.S95  it  was  converted  into 
the  Readiiii.;-  Room  for  the  use  of  the  Students,  who  have  free  access  to  all  books  in 
the  Library — a  jiriviles^e  hij^hly  appreciated  and  never  abused. 

This  room  connects  with  the  stack  room,  behind  which  is  the  Faculty  room, 
and  Professors'  readins;-  room.  The  library,  which  is  entirely  medical,  contains 
about  fifteen  thousand  volumes,  amon,i^-  which  are  complete  sets  of  most  of  the 
standard  periodicals  in  Knj^lish  and  Clerman,  and  also  many  rare  volumes  of 
interest  to  the  antiquary.  The  library  has  b.-tween  five  and  six  thousand 
readers   per  annum. 


Ox  tlic  ojijiositc  silk'  of  tlic  liall  from  ilic  library  is  tin.'  i)allu>l<i,ui'-':il 
imisc'iiiii,  coiisistiiiti'  nf  two  nioiiis,  uiwh  witli  a  s^allcry.  '11r'  tirsl  ol  iIk'sc 
is  reserved  for  calculi  an  1  Ixnie  s])cciincns,  the  second  contains  only  moist  ]irc])ara- 
lions  and  models.  This  has  been  newh'  reno\ated,  and  presents  not  a  tew  teatnres 
which  may  appeal  to  those  interested  in  museums. 

The  moist  ])reparations  are  arranged  in  o])en  sheKes  and  ,iL;rouped  for  teachin.iL;' 
]nirposes.  Water  color  drawiuj^s  made  from  fresh  s])ecimens  are  mounted  in 
swiui^inj;-  frames  and  form  a  frie/e  at  the  ceilin.i.;'.  These  ser\e  to  recall  the 
fujritive  colors  of  these  jireparations  which  become  morejir^less  'altered  on  keepiui;. 
The  r.ioms  are  finislied  in  while,  a  dee])  oli\e  ^i^reen  servin.i;'  as  a  back  tiroud  for 
the   sj)ecimens  on    the  shelves. 
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•T^5Wr|^-r)JOIXIXG  the  museum  is  the  office  of  the  Re.ijistnir  aud  Bursar  of  tlie 
^JP^^  Faculty  ;  a  rise  of  three  steps  uiarks  tlie  l)etriuniu<r  of  the  second  Huild- 
iuj^-,  tlie  uiain  floor  of  wliieli  is  occupied  on  the  ri.ii;ht  by  the  chemical  laboratories. 
The  chemical  laboratories  in  this  buildiut;  are  for  the  practical  courses.  The  pre- 
paration laboratories  for  the  lecture  courses  are  in  the  new  buildinjr  adjoiuiu^^ 
Lecture    Room    Xo.    III. 

The  Students"  hilioratory  is  a  room  Oo  by  45  feet,  with  se])arate  work  tables 
arrau.ned  for  12.1  students.  It  is  liojited  in  ihre.;  sides,  and  has  adjoinin<;- it  a 
larne  jjrivate  laboratory  for  tlie  Professor  of  Practical  Cheiuistrv,  and  an  out-door 
laboratory  which  is  u  ed  iu  sunmier  iiKiullis  for  dani^erous  or 
Ijcriments.

( )ii  the  o])])osite  side  of  the  hall  is  the  ])ri\ate  room  of  the  l'i-ofes>or  of 
vSiirijerv.  and  the  ])ri\ate  enlranee  to  the  jiallioloL^ieal  win.L;.  This  leads  to  the 
small  researeh  lahoratories,  jireparation  rooms  and  the  i)ri\ale  laboratory  ot  the 
Professor  of  Palliolo'4\-.

Tliis 
i-oom  is  also  fully  e(|uip])ed  with  incubators,  sterilizers,  etc.,  for  work  in  bac- 
teriology and  disinfection.  .Xdjoinin-  it  in  the  main  buildin-  is  also  a 
smaller    laboratory    for    experimental    work    in    disinfection. 

The    floor   above    this   is    for    the    use   of   the    curators   and    the    articulators 
ot    the    i)atholo,i;ical    and    anatomical    museums.

The  botanical  laburatories  are  in  the  Arts  Huildin.i;-  adjoinin.L;-,  and  are 
especially  e(|uip]ied   for  ])raclice  courses  in   uioriilolo.^y  and   physiolo,L;y  of  plants. 

( )u  the  floor  al)o\-e  this  are,  l)ei;innin,t^-  on  the  ri,yht,  the  laboratory  foi' 
normal  histolo.L^w  with  two  sets  of  tables  for  uiicrosco])es  at  dilTereut  levels  and 
an   adjoinini^    jirixate  laboratory   tor  special   work. 
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sljtV^PyXT  to  tliis  is  the  laboratory  and  museum  of  pliarmacoloi^y,  containiii_y- 
^ALjhii^  a  classified  collectiou  of  typical  druses  and  therapeutic  ai>ents,  together 
witli  appliances  for  instruction  in  pharmacy  and  elementary  experimental  phar- 
macology. 

The  rest  of  this  flat  is  occupied  bv  the  laboratories  for  the  studv  of  Phy- 
siology. They  are  four  in  number,  one  large  laboratory  for  the  use  of  students, 
two  smaller  ones  connected  for  s]X'cial  work  and  the  Professor's  jjrivate  labora- 
tory. The  students"  laboratory  is  arranged  for  demon ■^trations  as  well  as  for 
individual   work  at  tlie  smaller  tables.

Tliis  floor  is  practically  reserved  for  the  study  of  anatomy.  Tlie  lecture  room 
has  the  seats  arrant;ed  in   a  semi-circle  and  will   seat  about  three  hundred. 

Heneath  this  is  a  small  private  dissectin,!^'  room  and  demonstrator's  room. 
Tile  private  room  of  the  professor  of  anatomy  connects  the  lecture  room  with 
the  anatomical  mn.seum.  This  musenni  contains  besides  the  usual  moist  and 
dry  iireparations  and  casts  illnstratin.i;  human  anatomy  (il  an  intcrestins;-  col- 
lection of  luimau  brains  made  by  Prof.  Osier;  131  a  collection  of  skeletons  and 
bones  of  the  extremities  of  the  various  orders  and  classes  of  vertebrata ;  (;,) 
numerous  frozen  cross  sections  of  the  human  body  and  a  com])lete  set  of  vStei^er's 
brain    sections.
